1. A copy each of the Notice, the Rules, the Application 
Form and other papers lelating to the examination is obtain- 
able from the office of the Union Public Service Commission 
in accordance with para. 4 of the Notice. Candidates should 
consult them tartfully to see if they are eligible before filling 
In the application form or paying the pt escribed fee. The 
conditions preset ibtd cannot he relaxed. 

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION A CANDI- 
DATE MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG THE 
CENTRES dVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 OF THE NOTICE, 
THE PLACE AT WHICH HE WISHES TO APPEAR FOR 
THE EXAMINATION. ORDINARILY NO REQUEST FOR 
A CHANGE IN THE PLACE SET.ECTED WILL BE 
ENTERTAINED. 

2. The application form must be filled in in the candidate's 
own handwriting and all answers should be given in words. It 
should be submitted direct to the Secretary. Union Public 
Service Commission, Dholpur House, New Delhi-11. 

No application received by the Commission after the date, 
prescribed in the Notice will be accepted. 

A candidate already in Government Seivice, whether in a 
permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his application 
through the Head of his Department or office concerned who 
will complete the endorsement at the end of the application 
form and forward it to the Commission. 

Applications from all other candidates, whether in private 
employment or in Government owned industrial undertakings 
or other similar organisations, can be entertained direct.

(ii) Certificate of age. — The date of biith ordinary 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the Matricula- 
tion Certificate or in the Secondary School Leaving Certificate, 
or in a certificate recognised by an Indian University as 
equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from a Register 
of Matriculates maintained by a University, which extract 
must be certified bv the proper authority of the University. 
The expression "Matriculation Certificate" in this part of 
the instructions must he understood as including these alter- 
native certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Cei tifiente is required in all cases as evidence of age, and it 
must invariably be sent to the Commission, in original, with 
a copy thereof, together with the application. 

Sometimes the Matriculation or equivalent Certificate docs 
not show the date of birth, or only shows the age bv com- 
pleted yews or completed years and months. In such cases a 
candidate must send, in addition to the Matriculation or 
equivalent certificate, an original certificate, together with a 
copy thereof, from the Headmastcr/Principal of the institu- 
tion from where he passed the Matriculation or equivalent 
examination, showing the date of his birth or his exact age 
as recorded in the Admission Register of the Institution. 

Candidates are warned that unless complete proof of age 
as laid down in these instructions is sent with an application, 
the application may be rejected. Further, thev are warned 
that if the date of birth stated in the application is inconsis- 
tent with the age shown in the Matriculation Certificate and 
no explanation is offered, the application mav be rejected. 

Note 1. — A candidate who holds a completed Secondary 
School Leaving Certificate need submit with the original a 
copy of only the page containing entries relating to ago. 

Note 2.— CANDIDATES SHOULD NOTE THAT ONCF, 
A DATE OF BIRTH HAS BREN CLAIMED AND ACCEPT-

The signatory of the certificate should give his designation 
in full. 

Note 1 .— C andidates who have not attended anv educa- 
tional institution for at least one academic vear within three 
vears immediately preceding the date of their applications mav 
submit a certificate of character, in original, with a copy 
thereof, from a Gazetted officer in service. 

Note 2. — Only one certificate of character Is required. 

(iv) Certificate of Educational Qualification. — A candidate 
must submit a certificate or diploma, in original, with a copy 
thereof showing that he has one of the qualifications pres- 
cribed in Rule 8. The certificate submitted must be one issued 
bv the authority (ie, University or other examining body) 
awarding the particular qualification. If such a certificate or 
diploma is not submitted, the candidate must explain its absence 
and submit such other evidence, in original, as he can to sup- 
port his claim to the requisite qualification. The Commission 
will consider this evidence on its merits but do not bind them- 
selves to accept it as sufficient. 

Note.— A candidate who has appeared at an examination, 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination, but has not been informed of the result. 
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may apply for admission to the examination. The candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply, provided that the qualifying examination is com- 
pleted before the commencement of this examination, Such a 
candidate will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if he does not produce proof of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in any 
case not later than two months after the commencement of this 
examination, 

(v) Two Copies of Photograph. — A candidate must sub- 
mit two passport size (5 cm x 7 cm approx.) copies of his 
recent photograph one of which should be pasted on the first 
page of the application form and the other copy should be 
firmly attached to the application form. Each copy of the 
photograph should be signed in ink on the front by the 
candidate. 

5. Candidates aie warned, that if an application is in- 
completely or wrongly filled or is not accompanied by any 
one of the documents mentioned under paragraphs 4(ii), 4(iii), 
4(iv) and 4(v) above without a reasonable explanation for Its 
absence having been given, the application is liable to be 
rejected and no appeal against its rejection will be entertained, 
The documents not submitted with the application should be 
sent soon after the submission of the application, and in any 
case they must reach the Commission’s office except as pro- 
vided for in Note under paragraph 4(iv) above, within one 
month after the last date for receipt of applications.

(vii) A candidate who has migrated from Kenya, Uganda 
and the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika 
and Zanzibar) claiming age concession under paragraph 
6f c ) ( viii ) of the Rules should produce a certificate, in origi- 
nal, together with a copy theieof, from the District Magistrate 
of the area in which he may, for the time being, he resident, 
to show that he is a bona fide migrant from the countries 
mentioned above. 

8. (a) A person in whose case a ceitificatc of eligibility is 
required should apply to the Government of India, Ministry 
of Steel and Mines tDeptt. of Mines and Metals), for issue of 
the required certificate of eligibility in his favour.
